Qrine prevailed with Mr, James Mitchell, a Zealous 
Napbthalite, to attempt the Killing of the ſaid Lord Archbiſhop up- 
on the chief Street of EJepburth, in face of theSun, and of the mul- 
titude. And he having died owning his Crime as a duty , and 0- 
thers haviog writ Books comparing him in this crime to Sewpſorn'3 
Twelve, or more, of the ſame Set, did npon the third day of Muy

After His Grace had gone from the ſecret Council, where ( to

them with a Bluaderbuſs wounded the Lord Primate in the coach , 
and others of them cal'ed to him to Come forth Vile Dog , who had

calmnels, ſaid, Gentlemen, 1 know not thit ever I injured any of Ton 
and if I dia, 1 promiſe 1 will mike what Reparation you Can propoſe: 
Villain, and J:das, ſaid they, and Enemy to God ana His People , Tou 
| ſhall now have the Reward of your Enmity to God s People + which 

words were followed with many mortal wounds , the firſt being a 
deep one above his Eye. And though he put them in mind that he 
was a Miniſter, and Pulling off his Cap, ſhewed them his Gray Hairs 
zatreatidg, That if they would wol ſpare his Life, they would at leaſt at- 
low hims ſome little tithe for Prayer ;, they returned him no other an- 
ſyer , but That God wonld not hear ſo baſe a Dog as he wa) 3 ani 
for @uarrer, they told him, That the Stroaks, which they were then 
giving , were thoſo which be was toexpe#, Notwithſtanding of all 
which, and of a Shot that pierced his Body above his Right Pap, and 
of 'other Stroaks which cut his Hands, whilſt he was holding them 
up to Heaven in Prayer, he raiſed himſelf upon his Knees, and ut- 
tered oply theſe words, God Forgive you ell. After which, by ma- 
py (troaks rhat'cut his Skull to pieces, he fell down dead, But 
- fomeofthem imagining they had heard him groan , returned ,ſaying 
That he was of the Nature of a Cat, and ſo they would go back, and 
give one Stroak more. for the Glory of God, And having ſtirred about 
his, Brains in the Sku!l with the points of 'their ſwords , 'they took 
an Oath Of his ſeryants not to reveal'their names 3 'and 'fo deſiring 
them to take up their Prieſt, they rode back to Magus, crying a- 
loud, That Judis was Kill d, and from thehce made their Eſcape. 
But God having in an viiexpeted way furriſhed Probatiou againſt 
all who were Preſent , it cannot bit with-a Dutiful Confidence'be 
expected , that His Divine"Majeſty, who is ſo highly offended , 
will , by the ſame cate , bring the Aſſaſlinates themſelves to ſuffer

This Narrative, warranted by the Depoſitions of many famousPer- 
ſons upon Oath, will diſcover the many falſe Inſinuations expreſſed in 
2 late-RKelation printed at London : For whereas it 1s pretended, 
T hat this Murther proceeded from a Private lujury done to one of 
the Aſſ:(fnates, the contrary will cafily appear by theſe Subſequent 
Confidezations.

Firſt, That this Murtherivg principle has been Printed and praQtiſ- 
ed by others formerly agaialt theſamePerſon, ſuch as he never knew 

nor offended, 

Secondly, {t appears by the many Expreſſions aforeſaid that he ſufs 
fered for his FunGtion. 

Thirdly, Many of the ſame Perſwaſions had foretold it in ſeveral 
Placesz and one of the Murtherers had thar morning, after a Sacri- 
legious Form of Devot'on, held up his Hand and ſworn, That that 
Han ſhout Kill the Arch biſhops whereupon his Hoſteſs Kiſſed him, 
Nor can it be denied, but that he, who commanded the Foot for Mr. 
Welſhupon Rewpar-Law , ( that famous Field Conventicle ) owned 
T hat their Friends thanked God for the Archbiſhops Death , bue 
were ſorry they knew not to whom they owed the Obligation, 


Fourthly, it is known both by all the Archbiſhops acquaintante, 


and the preſent low State of his Fortune, that he never uſed any Ri- 
g ur to his Debtors: And oneof the Lords of Seffion, who trans- 
aCted that inconſiderable Affairs relating to Hackſtoun, ( on which 
the fale Narrative charge this Murther ) did declare publickly a- 
mongſt his BretheneJudges, That the Archbiſhop had dealt moſt 
Generouſly with that Mifcreant, who was never a ſervant” to his 


Grace, 4nd how cao it be be pretended, ina Nation where no Man 


was ever murthered for uſing Legal Execution, even in the greateſt 
Concerns, that theother Eleven would havehazzarded their Lives 


and Fortunes inKilling a Church wan, and aPrivy Eouncellox , to / 
{arisfie the uſeleſs Revenge of on2 of their Nu®her info mean a fnat” 
ter? And, their not taking his Gold nor Watch, and a conſiderable 

ſum which lay open enough in the Coach, did convincingly prove, ' 
'f hat there was more of Bigottry than of Ayarice in that Undertak= ' 
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|. Fifthly, ze is undeni:ble, that thoſe of the ſame profeſſion and Way, 


have lately wounded many of His Majeſties Officers, for putting of 
his Uncontroverted Laws in Executionz3 and particular!y they con: 
trived the Death of the Town Major of Edernburgh, and in purſuance 
of that Deſign, did with many Wounds leave him,, and ſome of His 
Majeſties Souldiers, almoſt dead upon the place, one of them hav- 
Ing been aQually Killed. They alſo at Loudoun Killed one of His Ma- 


jelties Souldiers in his Bed , and VVounded and Robbed others of | 


them without the leaſt Provocation 3 pretending in defence of their 
Cruelty, That the Souldiers were Enemies to Chriſt , and that they 
would conclude themſelves Damned, if they paid the Celsgranted by 
the Convention of all the Three Eltates for the neceſliry Defence of 
the Kingdom, 

Sixthly , by a Manifeſto diſperſed ſome few days b. fore the mur- 
ther, His Grace, and ali who ſerved the King in Fiffe, were threatned 
with certain Death, 411 which does but too much juſtifie the Courſes 
taken in that Kingdom againſt ſuch People, an 1 refutes ſuch as make 
that paſs for Eruelty, which is but neceſſary, 2nd ſelf-defence: And 
by all which it appears, that this marther was not occaſioned by 


Privatereſentments, but by the Priaciples of Naphthal; , and luch. 


- were notorious Ringleaders ia that tribe , and theis Convent: 
cles, 

It 1s likewiſe very obſervable, That the Author of that moſt ſcan» 
dalous Narrative , has Impiouſly Lyed, in aſſerting that the Bul- 
lets did not pierce the Archbilhop's Body 53 infinuating thereby 
that he was hard: Whereas by a Declaration ur der the Hands of a 
Phyſician and three Chyrurgions, { of which 1pilliam Borthwi:k 
to whom that Author impudeatly appeals, is one) is rmoſt evident 
that the Archbiſhop's Body was pierced by one of thoſe Shots : The, 
VVords of which Declaration ( (till remainiog amongſt the V Varrants 
of the Privy Council } are theſe,The firſt of theſe Woun1s,being two 
or three Inches below the Right Clavicle , betwixt the Second and third 
Rib, which was given by a Shot not rea bing the Capacity of the Breaſt, 
Captain Carſtajres kewiſehad no Commiliton fromthe Archbilbop,
